2. Claims s 23-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. More particularly, the Examiner notes that 
applicants' independent claims have two components which overlap in the recitation of 
the ingredients which make up the primer composition; namely "resin" clearly 
encompasses "non-halogenated polyolefin" and the resulting composition is clearly 
confusing. Additionally, proper Markush language should be utilized in claims 23. 24, 
30, 32, 33, 39, 43 and 45. 

3. Claims 23-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Babu et al taken in view of Davison and in further view of St. Coeur et al (taken as 
evidence of the state of the art), substantially for the reasons set forth in Paragraph No. 
3 of Paper No. 050405, together with the following additional observations. More 
particularly, the Examiner has little to add to his position of record and can only note 
that with respect to applicants' contention that none of the three references teach or 
"suggest" a non halogenated polyolefin as a component of the primer composition 
(Response, page 8, Table and second paragraph) note Davison both at Col 2, line 40 
and in claim 1 where a "olefinic hydrocarbon resin " is taught as a desired component in 
certain of the desired primer compositions. While it is true that the words "non 
halogenated" are not set forth to describe the olefinic hydrocarbon resin it must 
respectfully be suggested that such a determination is well within the ordinary skill of the 
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art. As to crosslinking of both the psa composition and the primer composition (newly 
presented dependent claim 46 upon which ail of applicants' dependent claims are 
dependent upon), it is again noted that Babu et al teaches a crosslinked psa 
composition and St Coeur et al teaches a crosslinked primer composition, so such a 
modification(s) is strongly believed to be well within the ordinary skill of the art. .
